
Assemblyman Says Conversion of 
Sea Water Probable in Future

Sea water conversion ns a 
method of obtaining fresh 
water for homes, business, in­ 
dustry and agriculture in So­ 
uthern California, especially 
In Los Angeles County, has 
been one of my principal in­ 
terests during the 10-year per­ 
iod I have been a member of 
the California Slate Legisla­ 
ture.

At first, those who had sel­ 
fish reasons for pushing other 
methods of obtaining badly 
needed fresh water bitterly op. 
posed my recommendations. 

Gradually, many of them 
have been won over to admit 
the desirability of developing 
pome method of sea water con­ 
version, but the stumbling 
.block has been the cost.

Up until recently, the lowest 
reliable estimates for the cost 
of sea water conversion in the 
los Angeles area ranged from 
'50 to 60 cents per thousand 

;allons, but the Fluor Corpor- 
ion, Ltd., a Los Angeles en- 

Jineering corporation, has re­ 
cently reported to the Depart 
ment of the Interior it now 
has a method which will cost 
42 cents per thousand gallons 
when produced by a plant hav­ 
ing a capacity of 50 million 
gallons per day.

This is low enough to over­ 
come the cost objections raised 
in the past and it indicates 
that further study and exper­ 
ience may bring the cost down 
drastically.

Sea water conversion at the 
new low cost does not conflict 
with the California water plan 
which includes the so-called 
Feather River Project for 
bringing water from the north 
over the Tehachapi Mountains 
to Southern California.

Instead, the sea water con 
version plan supplements the 
California water plan, and is 
Important for two vital rea 
eons:

First, if in years of drought 
people of the north do not per 
mit water to come south, as 
they can do under the Califor 
jiia water plan as now worded 
then the south will still have 
a source of fresh water in ad 
dition to our present supplies 
from the Colorado River and 
our various local wells.

Second, if an earthquake or
Ifeomblng by an enemy nation

\ Jroke the aqueducts from the
north In the California water
plan system, we would stir
have water.

For some strange reason 
everyone seems afraid to men 
tion the possibility of an earth 
quake breaking the aqueducts 
from the north in the Califor­ 
nia water plan system, and yet 
all of California is earthquake 
country, particularly along the 
mountain ranges of the Pacific 
Coast.

If a reader doubts this state 
ment, he should consult anv 
geology teacher in any high 
school and simply say:

'Tell m» about earthquake 
fault lines on the geographica 
map of California."

An enemy nation does no 
need to destroy our armies and 
navy to seize our nation. Al 
that needs to be done is to gain 
control of our water systems 
and our utilities, including 
but not limited to, telephone 
companies, water systems, gas 
systems, electric systems and 
water systems.

On top of that, the newspa 
pers, radio and television 
would be seized and controlled 
first to cause panic and desper 
ation and then to brain-wash 
OUT people into submission.

True, a n enemy ooerating 
from tho air or sea, or throuch 
people alreadv here and on the 
ground, could destroy a sea 
water conversion plant, bul 
when we have three major
 ources of fresh water, that is

he Colorado River, (lie Califor- 
ia water plan system and the

he coast of Southern Califor­ 

nia), the probability of an cn- 
my knocking out all sources 
>f fresh water is greatly re­ 

duced.

Whooping Cough is Always Dangerous

Whooping cough (pertussis) 

is a widely prevalent disease 
that may occur at any season 
of the your.

Although some adults are not 
immune to the infection, il us­ 
ually occurs in childhood and 
is most dangerous in children 
under three years of age.

Indeed' statistics snow thai 
the younger the child llje 
grealer the hazard, with most 
of the deaths occurring in in­ 
fants under six months of age.

For the most pan, these

is effective in nearly 80% of 
immunized individuals. Kven 
if the disease does develop in 
children who have received the 
vaccine, the attack tends to be 
less severe.

Vaccination against whoop­ 
ing cough consists of three in­ 
jections given a month apart, 
starting at the age of one or 
two months. This immunizing 
series must be completed be­ 
fore the child is adequately 
protected.

A booster dose is recom­ 
mended at the end of one. year

again the child
deaths are preventable by the reaches three or four years of 
use of pertussis vaccine, which age. In some circumstances, a

booster dose may also be given 
when the child enters school.

Immunization during early 
infancy is of extreme import­ 
ance, for Hie duration of 'the 
active protection is generally 
sufficient to carry the child 
past the most dangerous first 
three years of life.

The illness begins seven to 
14 days alter exposure to tbe 
infection. Although one attack 
usually confers immunity, sec­ 
ond iiltacks of the disease in 
the same individual are not 
unknown. The first symptoms 
arc those of a common cold, 
and this condition may last for 
a week or two before merging

ii to the paroxysmal whooping 
and vomiting stage.

In a typical case the cough­ 
ing and vomiting stage may 
la,st from three to six weeks, 
and the weakening effects of 
the illness are very apparent. 
It is often several months be- 
tore normal strength is re­ 
covered, and il is during this 
period of weakness that com­ 
plications, such as pneumonia, 
may occur.

Sometimes the whooping par­ 
oxysm never develops, and this 
is true especially in young in­ 
fants and adults.

Nevertheless, the bacillus 
that is Ihe causative agent of 
the disorder may be passed to 
other children by direct contact 
in the form of droplets from
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the coughing or sneezing of an 
infected person or by contact 
with articles that have been 
soiled in this way.

In cases where whooping 
cough is suspected, therefore, 
even in an individual who has 
previously had the disease or 
has been immunized, a prompt 
medical examination is recom­ 
mended.

Unfortunately, no specific 
drug has been found for Ihe 
treatment of whooping cough, 
although certain of the anti­ 
biotic drugs and hyperimmune 
gamma blobulin s e r u m have 
been reported to shorten the 
course of the illness and lessen 
its severity.

Ilypprimrmine scrum i,s also 
used for ils preventive effect 
when it is administered soon 
after the Individual is exposed 
to the infection.

Whooping cough continues 
to be a major health problem 
largely because parenls fail lo 
appreciate the seriousness of 
the disease and to take the nec­ 
essary measures for its pre­ 
vention.
